Pursuant to 37 CFR 1.181(a), the above-identified Assignee hereby petitions the 
Direction of the USPTO to withdraw the holding of abandonment of the above-identified 
patent application. . 

Assignee's authorized representative received on June 12, 2006, a Notice of 
Abandonment, which was mailed by the USPTO on June 08, 2006.
